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MUNICIPAL POWER 
ATE REGULATION 
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SUUGHT BY BOARD 
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Hearing Set for April 2 in 
New Phase of Inquiry 
South Georgia Rates 
Ordered Reduced. 


The Georgia public seryice commis- 
sion Friday ordered rates of the 
Georgia Power & Light Co., which 
serves the extreme southern portion 
of the state, reduced approximately 
to the level of the Georgia Power 
Company schedul_s, and undertook to 
regulate the rates of municipal power 
plants, 

A hearingewas set for April 2 on 

the rates charged by all cities which 
either manufacture their own elec- 
tric current for distribution to their 
citizens, or buy power and sell it at 
retail. 
No previous effort to regulate mu- 
cipal rates has ever been made in 
There is a wide variation 
between the schedules of various 
cities operating lighting systems of 
their own. A large number of such 
cities charge rates, members of the 
commission said, which are sufficient 
to return a considerable profit. 

None of the commissioners would 
say in advance of the hearing whether 
municipalities would be limited, as 
are private utilities, to rates which 
will produce a fair return on the 
actual investment in property devoted 
to the service.

RULING ON BUDGE 
BY BANKS AWAITED 


Decision To Be Known 
Today; Non-School Em- 
ployes Get Pay Checks. 


As non-school employes of the mu- 
nicipality Friday received pay checks 
due them February 5, officials of At- 
lanta banks promised administration 
leaders a definite decision today on 
whether the banks would extend loans 
to the city on the basis of the 1934 
budget passed by council over Mayor 
James L. Key’s veto. 


If the credit is extended and At- 
lanta is able to borrow the money 
from the financial institutions, the 
budget as approved will remain in 
force, If, however, members of the At- 
lanta Clearing House Association 
decline to make loans on the sheet, 
the old controversy will be reopened, 
with a prospect that the finance com- 
mittee will be called into session be- 
fore Monday’s council session to cor- 
rect defects in the budget. 


Bankers said they would issue a 
written statement after a conference 
this morning, and a definite announce- 
ment of the position of the banks was 
anticipated.

School 
employes were not paid because the 
board of education has not yet adopt-

A protest on behalf of the minor- 
ity members of the commission re- 
sulted in the circulation of a recall 
petition, in which Mayor Johnson 
is not involved because of the rule 
that the mayor must have served six 
months before such a petition can be 
directed against him. [For _ several 
days the demand for recall has been 
agitated, with the commission divid- 
ing 3 to 2 on the question of whether 
the recall petition contained one- 
fourth the number of registered vot- 
ers, as required by law. 

A committee composed of Roy Ab- 
ernathy, city manager; George S.

Maudie H. Stanley. city elerk, was 
appointed by the commission to purge 
the recall petition and the registra- 
tion list, and it was this committee's 
report which the ee ission-accepte 
Friday night. The report showed that 
789 citizens demanded the recall elec- 
tion, of 2,460 registered voters; con-

Judge Throws Out T. W. 
A.’s Motion on Ground 
That United States Had 
Not Given Permission 
To Be Sued. 


COMPANY COUNSEL 
STUDYING APPEAL 


Attorney at Loss as To 
What Form Next Legal 
Step To Balk Postmas- 
ter-General Will Take. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—(4)—The 
federal government today won the 
first legal step in defense of its can- 
cellation of air mail contracts held 
by private companies. 

Federal Judge John C. Knox, quiet 
spoken, gray-haired jurist, dismissed 
the action of the Transcontinental & 
Western Air, Inc., for an injunction 
to restrain Postmaster-General James 
A. Farley and Postmaster John J. 
Kiely, of New York. from carrying 
out Farley’s order cancelling all con- 
tracts on next Monday. 

“Any action toward saying what in- 
strumentality must be used to carry 
the mail is an action against the Unit- 
ed States,” said Judge Knox after 
Federal Attorhey Martin Conboy and 
counsel for T. W. A. presented argu- 
ments. 

“In the absence of its consent here 
to be sued I have no jurisdiction. 

No Opinion. 

“It must be understood that this 
court has ne opinion to express either 
on the wisdom or propriety of the 
acts of the postmaster-general. I am 
impressed with what seems to be the 
fact that carriage of the mail is es- 
sentially a function of the govern- 
ment, and historically so.” 

“The postmaster-general and Kiely 


have acted in their capacities as rep- 


resentatives of the United States. I 
cannot, it seems to me, give injunctive | 
relief against them. 

“Therefore, without extended discus- 
sion, I deny the motion. 

John Thomas Smith, counsel to the 
T. W. A., of which Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh is technical *adviser. 
said the company’s next step is “an 
appeal to the United States circuit 
court of appeals, but we won’t de- 
cide what we will do immediately. 
This is something that may go on 
and on.” 

The minute Judge Knox uttered the 
last word, denying T. W. A.’s mo- 
tion for a temporary injunction pend- 
ing hearing on a permanent restraint 
against the postmaster-general’s can- 
cellation order, Conboy was on his 
feet. 

Action Dismissed. 

“T take it the court dismisses the 
entire action?’ he asked. 

“That is so,” replied the court, “and 
court is now adjourned.” 

Judge Knox's decision came after 
three hours of argument, with Smith 
charging that the company was “‘in- 
nocent” of any wrong doing aud de- 
prived of its property without “due 
process of law” and Conboy assérting 
that the company’s only right of ap- 
peal was to the court of claims for 
money damages. 

“The carriage of the mail is es- 
sentially and fundamentally a func- 
tion of government,” said Judge Knox 
in rendering his decision, “and it lies 
within the executive function to say, 
either rightly or wrongly, the means 
by which it should be carried.” 

The action was filed by the com- 
pany after Colonel Lindbergh, in a 
telegram to President Roosevelt which 
drew White House criticism, charged 
that the cancellation was unfair be- 
cause the company had been denied

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Kennedy Tried To Conceal 
_ Condition, Says Physician 


GREENWOOD, Miss., Feb. 16.— 
(P)—A graphic story of how Dr. John 
Preston Kennedy, brilliant 41-year- 
old surgeon, fatally ill, sought to hide 
his condition from his friends and pa- 
tients and forced himself to leave his 
rooms and perform an appendicitis 
operation when he was on the verge 
of collapse was told on the witness 
stand today in the murder trial of 
Dr. Sarah Ruth Dean, charged with 
poisoning Kennedy with a whisky 
highball. 

Kennedy collapsed after the opera- 
tion and died five days later in a 
Jackson. Miss., hospital. The state is 
attempting to prove that a potion of 
mercury caused his death. 

Dr. George Baskerville, close friend 
of Kennedy's and a clinical associate 
of both Dr. Kennedy and Dr. Dean, 
told the story of the surgeon's strange 
10-day illness to the jury as a state 
witness. 

Baskerville, who. testified he had 
“given Preston the mischief for going 
with Dr. Dean,” readily admitted 
that Kennedy “misled him” about the 
cause of his illness. 

Kennedy, Baskerville said, ex- 
plained his condition by saying he 
and drunk 
some whisky” and tried to make those 
about him believe he had ptomaine 
poisoning. 

“But I knew he was poisoned when 
I first saw him, the first day he be- 
came ill,” said Dr. Baskerville. “At 
first I treated him for alcoholic pois- 
oning, but when he didn't respond I 
sent him to the hospital for treat- | 
ment and observation. He didn't want | 
his patients to know he was sick.” 

Kennedy was called upon to per- 
form an operation at his clinic after 
he had been in acute pain, closeted | 
in his rooms, for s@¥eral days. 

“I didn’t think he was: physically | 
able to go through with it, Basker- 


Brister was placed on the stand to 
testify again that he had never seen 
Kennedy intoxicated or under the in- 
fluence of drugs. 

“You never saw Kennedy at night, 
did you?” asked the defense.

“I really dont know,” he said. 

Dr. W. F. Hand, state chemist, 
who testified yesterday he had found 
a trace of mereury in Kennedy’s 
stomach organs after his body was 
exhumed, but who said the amount 
shown “was not enough to kill a hu- 
man being,” also came back on the 
stand for a brief period today. He 
was recalled by the state in an effort 
to have him estimate “bow much 
mercury was originally taken into 
Kennedy's system,” but defense ob- 
jections to the question were sus- 
tained. 

The defense brought out through 
Hand that calomel, a mercury deriva- 
tive, would leave traces of mercury in 
the system. The defense previously 
had attempted to establish that Ken- 
nedy frequently took medicines and 
drugs, including iarge doses. of 
calomel. 


MORE RFC AID SEEN

INSTITUTE 1S TOLD 


‘McCall Urges Planned 
Program; Abit 
Talks on Georgia. 


| A planned program of leadership in 
public affairs is the answer to the 
gloomy prophecies of conflagration 
and disintegration, because the “fate 
of our country tomorrow will be de- 
termined by the vision of the youth of 
today,” Chester H. McCall, assistant 
to Secretary of Commerce Roper, Fri- 
day night told the Emory institute of 
citizenship at the concluding meeting 
of the seventh annual session. 

Dr. Harvey Cox, president of Em- 
ory, presided over the meeting and 
Judge E. Marvin Underwood, of fed- 
eral district court, introduced Mr. 
McCall. © 

McCall’s address, outlining the new 
national institution of public affairs, 
which is to educate youth in govern- 
ment and give a new and stronger 
impetus to the proper direction of stu- 
dent thinking and action, closed a 
program on which, in the morning, 
Abit Nix, of Athens, said that “before 
there is a new deal in state govern- 
ment there must be an end to the con- 
ception that the best government 1s 
the government which governs least.” 

In his address Mr. Nix said that 
the following points are necessary for 
Georgia’s new deal: 

“Divorcing of federal and _ state 
taxing powers, recognition that the 
state is not strong enough to cope 
with economic powers as represented 
in businesses established along nation- 
al lines, recognition that the federal 
government is in a better position to 
contribute to the welfare of the farm- 
er than the state, the end of state 
dodging of responsibility for operating 
the common schools, a statewide sys- 
tem of health protection, recognition 
of the state’s duty toward those who 
ar® forced upon its care and confined 
in eleemosynary institutions, and the 
end of local obstructions of the aims 
of the national democratic administra- 
tion which is striving to give the peo- 
ple a new means of obtaining: eco- 
nomic, social and political benefits 
to which they are entitled and which 
was the dream of the founders of the 
nation.” 

Creating Leadership. 

As explained by Mr. McCall, “with- 
in.a period of four years between 600 
and 700 young veople would attend 
this university of public affairs. Each 
of these students would thus become 
a potential leader for the years ahead, 
Through such an. intimate contact 
with our federal government, such a 
careful and comprehensive study of 
its functions, such a careful weigh- 
ing of men and mechanisms, these 
young people would return to their 
respective homes with a vision of 
statesmanship and leadership which 
they could attain in no other way.”

‘Flower Among Weeds,’ 
Says Thomas of TVA 


KNOXVILLE, Feb. 16.—(7)— 
Norman Thomas, the socialist par- 
ty’s candidate for president in 1532, 
described the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority project as a “beautiful flow- 
er planted in a garden of weeds,” in 
an address here last night. 

He asserted that the TVA was the 
“only genuinely socialistic project in 
| the New Deal,” but later in refer- 
ring to it, declared:

He said the TVA could only prove 
that “the present system won't 
work.” 

“If the TVA was solely for the

And are we going to retain funda- 
mentally our present form of demo- 
cratic government?” 

Mr. McCall said that he believes 
that the young people of the United 
States will meet the challenge, the 
responsibility, the call to action and 
to service, because “the new deal for 
the country means a new deal for 
youth.” No administration in Amer- 
ican history has given so much recog- 
nition to young peuple as the present 
administration, he said. 

Mr. Nix said that “in Georgia, un- 
fortunately, we have made little if any 
progress toward creating that form of 
government which we must have if the 
largest number of people is to be 
served.” | 

There are in Georgia, however, he 
said, “political leaders, holding high 
offices, who hold to the theory that 
the people are better off under a weak 
government than they are under a 
strong government. Georgians, for the 
present at least, seem to regard their 
state not so much as an agency for 
contributing to their general welfare, 
as an arena wherein political forces 
are in combat for supremacy. The 
use of state funds to maintain bat- 
talions of political walking delegates 
thinly disguised as agricultural experts 
is not only an economic waste but a 
menace to the attainment of the true 
aims of government. Such a set-up 
easily degenerates into a_ political 
powerhouse, or generating plant, or 
a sort of huge publicity and political 
campaign organization for those who 
are more concerned with political 
power than they are in creating a 
_ government useful to the peo- 

e. 


Nevin Outlines Program. 

Henry W. Nevin, managing editor 
of the Dalton Citizen and formerly 
an attache of the state senate, Friday 
afternoon in a round-table session on 
State government outlined a program 
for more efficient operation of the 
state government which included: 

Reduction of the membership of the 
house of representatives; adoption of 
a salary instead of a per diem basis 
for legislators so that they will not 
be inclined to prolong sessions; plac- 
ing of the house clerk and senate sec- 
retary on a salary basis, the state to 
provide the necessary clerks; election 
of the governor and legislature for 
four-year terms: and facilitation of 
legislative procedure by adoption of 
a uniform system of county and mu- 
nicipal government, eliminating most 
of the local legislation, 

Nevin said that adoption of his pro- 
gram would tend to draw better men 
into the service of the state. Follow- 
ing his address, a motion to request 
Dr. Cullen B. Gosnell, director of the 
institute, to appoint a committee of 
prominent Georgians to study needed 
reforms of state government was 
adopted unanimously. 

Tate Wright Speaks. 

Tate Wright, in speaking on the 
relation of county government to the 
state, said that the only relief which 
can come for the overburdened ad 
valorem taxpayers of the counties is 
for the legislature to take over many 
county functions on a state basis, in 
line with today’s tendency in govern- 
ment, In the list, he included educa- 
tion, highways and health. 
paper by W. G. Congdon, read 
to the assembly in Mr. Congdon’s ab- 
sence, urged reforms in the electoral 
system, with revision of the county 
unit system held up as the thing most 
needed.

NEWFOUNDLAND LOSE

Plans for the installation of the 
commission, suspension of the island's 
legislature and abrogation of the do- 
minion charter were made on a basis 
of a report by the Amulree commis- 
This group, headed by Lord 
Amulree, investigated Newfoundland’s 
condition after Canada and Great 
Britain had advanced loans to help 
her meet bond interest.

America will meet here at 10 o'clock 
Monday morning at the Piedmont ho- 
tel in one of the 26 regional meetings 
to be held during the day all over 
the country for the discussion of the 
proposed code regulating the fair prac- 
tice of the investment banking busi- 
Less. 

Henry BK. Tompkins, of the Robin- 
son-Humphrey Company, of Atlanta, 
a member of the association's na- 
comrmmittee which drafted 


is 
tional code 
the code, 

According to national officials of 
the association it is hoped that the 
cole will reach the public hearing 
stage within 30 days after it has been 
approved hy the regional meetings of 
the organization's membership. 

An analysis of the code reveals that 
its purposes include. protection of the 
investor by eliminating abuses of the 
past and providing safeguards for the 
future, stabilization of the business 
of investment banking and helping re- 
vive a healthy capital market, estab- 
lishment and enforcement of uniform 
high standards of business practice 
and the setting up of rules which will 
bring about the reform of the business 
within the business itself, 

Strong Rales Embodied. 

The proposed code embodies a strong 
Bet of rules which are intended to 
eliminate a number of known evils 
in the business. Among other impor-

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tant things it provides that no com- 
pany may employ.a salesman on a 
commission basis unless that sales- 
man has had two or more years ex- 
perience. It also provides a_ strict 
rule under which there is general su- 
pervision of sales methods and pro- 
vides that a company partner, execu- 
tive officer or branch manager must 
approve every sale made by giving it 
his written indorsement. The rules 
also provide that no salesman may call 
upon a customer at his home or by 
telephone unless he has obtained writ- 
ten permission to do so. 

No dealer in the future Is to be 
allowed to make any guarantee of 
market value, of the ability of the 
company to make earnings, or that 
the company will otherwise be able 
to meet its obligations. This rule is 
adopted so that the purchaser will 
be aware that no such guarantee can 
be made, and can be on his guard if 
any dealer or salesman tries to sell 
him on any basis other than the 


' merit of the security itself. 


For the .ame reason in sales trans 
actions, the dealer is forbidden to 
agree to repurchase the _ securities 
sold. 

The purchase of securities upon 
the partial payment plan are care- 
fully safeguarded. All of these rules 
are for the purpose of protecting the 
partial payment buyer from~ waking 
up some day to find that having paid 
his money he cannot get the security 
which he purchased. 

Where any investment banker acts 
as paying agent or in other similar 
capacity, which gives him a list of 
security holders of any corporation, 
he may not use this list for soliciting 
sales for his own benefit. 

Major Principles. 

The following four major princi- 
ples are included in the rules: 

Investment bankers must insist that 
corporations whose securities they 
sell to the public will disclose perwdi- 
cally all essential information to help 
investors know what their securities 
are worth. Full. accurate and con- 
tinuous information is required. 

Investment banking practices shall! 
be conducted as to place selling of 
securities on a high plane, eliminat- 
ing both high speed distribution and 
high pressure selling. 

e fair practice rules must be ob- 
served both in letter and in spirit and 
machinery for their enforcement is set 
up by the business itself, thus provid- 
ing the necessary policing power.

Her sister ship, the Cordillera, 
arrived at Port of Spain after 
straining for days to free the 9,660- 
ton craft from a submerged shoal. 

The Magdalena was four days out 
of Trinidad for Central American 
ports when she slid into the hidden 
sandbank. The 48 passengers were 
taken ashore in boats. The crew of 
160 remained aboard.

Security dealers wil] scrutinize the 
code Monday at meetings in 26 cities. 
C. E. Wampler, of Chicago, who made 
the draft public, said it was hoped a 
public hearing could be held within 30 
days by NRA officials. 

Two major provisions of the pro- 
posed code, it was explained, are: 

Security dealers will not “be the 
originator” of any stock issue larger 
than $100,000 unless the issuing com- 
pany agrees to provide periodic in- 
formation about its financial affairs. 
The code sets out in four pages the 
specific information that will be re- 
quired. 

Dealers who assent to the code 
will be registered, and will come un- 
der the supervision of local code com- 
mittees. For unethical practices, they 
can be “disbarred,” and_ registered 
dealers may not deal with them ex- 
cept by treating them as ordinary cus- 
tomers. 

The latter provision will cut a “‘dis- 
barred” dealer off from concessions 
and commissions, it was explained. 

The “investment courts’ will be 
conducted in key cities by the region- 
al codé authorities, if the code is ap- 
proved, and will hear all complaints 
brought by any investor.

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LARUE ARRESTED 
IN HACKETT CASE 


Alleged Bandit Leader 
Also Accused in $2,500,- 
000 Bank Holdup. 


TAMPA, Flia., Feb. 16—(UP)— 
Edward LaRue, accused as _ the 
“brains” of a bandit and kidnaping 
gang who had been believed dead, was 
closely guarded by federal officers in 
a county jail cell here tonight. 

LaRue is charged in Nebraska with 
directing the $2,500,000 robbery of 
the Lincoln National bank in Septem- 
ber, 1930, and in Illinois with plan- 
ning the kidnaping in May, 1932, of 
James Hackett, Blue _ Island, IIL, 
gambler, for whose release $75,000 
ransom was paid. 

The prisoner was arrested with his 
wife, Doris, on a chicken ranch near 
St. Petersburg, which they recently 
had purchased for $7,000 cash. He 
was questioned yesterday in St. 
Petersburg and brought here last 
night by a squad of federal officers 
who shrouded their operations in 
secrecy. . 

Held Incommunicado, . 

R. A. Ault, from the Jacksonville 
department of justice office. came 
here today to take charge of the case 
and declined to allow details of the 


evidence against LaRue to be reveal- 
The prisoner was held incom- 
municado. 

LaRue was identified at first yes- 
terday as Leonard A. Foley, wanted 
in Chicago on an automobile theft 
charge. 

Both Nebraska and Illinois started 
moves today to extradite the prisoner. 
His identification as LaRue was 
made positive, federal officers said, by 
fingerprints and photographs in 
Washington. 

The officers did not reveal contents 
of several suitcases seized when La- 
Rue was arrested. They were report- 
ed to be full of plunder and one was 
said in unconfirmed reports to con- 
tain part of the money paid for the 
release of Edward G. Bremer, son of 
a wealthy St. Paul brewer, who was 
kidnaped recently. 

Not Linked With Bremer. 

It was indicated that the federal of- 
ficers were not trying to link LaRue 
directly with the Bremer kidnaping, 
but believed he may have had knowl- 
edge of it and handled some of the 
ransom money. 


Next War To Come Out of Far East, 
Asserts Bruce Bliven, Noted Editor 


By RALPH McGILL. 

Bruce Bliven, editor of the New 
Republic, liberal journal, and one of 
the best-informed men in the natioa 
on national and international affairs, 
believes that if a European war de- 
velops it will come out of the far east. 


Mr. Bliven, who spent Friday in 
Atlanta, asserted that all indications 
pointed to a Japanese-Russian war. 
“If it comes,” he said, “I am confi- 
dent it will mean the alliance of Po- 
land and Germany in action against 
Russia from the other side. 


“There seems to be no doubt, in 
informed circles, that a secret pact 
exists between Germany and Poland. 
In the event war comes and they are 
successful in it, Poland will surrender 
the Danzig corridor to Germany in 
exchange for a section of Ukraine. 


“France, I believe, will move troups/ ° 


to the Rhine in the event a nazi gov- 
ernment is established in Austria. 
This contretemps seems inevitable. It 
is uncertain what Italy would do. 
Italy’s history has been that she 
waits until she can see where the 
awards will go and then moves in to 
get her share. But in the event of 
a Polish-German aggression against 
Russia, I am sure France and Italy 
would join economic and armed 
forces. France is already apprehen- 
sive concerning the pact between Ger- 
many and Poland and has, it is be- 
lieved, already liquidated the Franco- 
Polish agreemeni.” 
Is Brilliant Editor. 


Mr. Bliven, who is returning to 
New York from Florida, proved to 
be one of the most charming visitors 
Atlanta has ever had. His editor- 
7“ of the New Republic has been 
a brilliant work. During the days 
when the last republican administra- 
tion was failing utterly to bring any 
semblance’ of order out of chaos, no 
voice was clearer than that of the 
New Republic in pointing the way to- 
ward reconstruction. 

The New fepublic supported the 
Roosevelt campaign. And Bliven was 
frankly curious as to whether Roose- 
velt was stronger in the south than 
when he was elected. He was particu- 
larly concerned with the reception in 
the south of the Roosevelt policies. 

Mr. Bliven lunched Friday with Dr. 
W. W. Alexander, director of the 
Commission on Interracial Co-opera- 
tion, with Dr. Mercer Evans, profes- 
sor of economics at Emory Universi- 
ty, and with other Atlantans, 

“I think Roosevelt has accomplished 
more in the few brief months he has 
been in office than we expected from 
any president during an entire term, 
or even two terms,” said Mr. Bliven, 
smiling. 

“IT think, however, he has not been 
as drastic as he will need to be to 
really restore the nation,” he said. 
“It is a question whether he believes

has simply not made up his mind. I 
am convinced he has simply not yet 
made up his mind.

Friendly Counsel

There is an elderly woman of my 
acquaintance who has a unique hobby 
—a sort of psychological research it 
is. Her own mind is clear and in- 
cisive: her sympathy is easily: arous- 
ed. She has that tenderness without 
which Renan remarked one - could 
never understand the human spirit. 
She is adept at plumbing the depths 
of a child’s heart and equally adept 
at accounting for what she — finds 
there. She maintains that as the 
crooked sapling may be straightened 
if the process is begun in time, 80 
the child with a bad inheritance may 
be redeemed as wise rearing in a 
suitable environment and, likewise, 
that the child with the best inher- 
tance may have his life blasted by 
unwise rearing in an unsuitable en- 
vironment. She enumerates several 
types of homes in which it is impos- 
sible to bring up pvormal children 
and in each instance the abnormal 
conditions are directly attributable 
to the wife and mother. 


First, is the home. presided over 
by the queen-complexed woman who 
has such a grossly exaggerated idea 
of herself, her birth, her breeding 
and her talents that she can never 
see herself in proper relationship to 


_ any of her family. She concedes to 


herself the right to reign supreme 
over husband, children, family, 
friends and servants, Any one of 
there failing or refusing to offer 
her the homage she demands is pen- 
alized with her patent displeasure. 
She spends her days accumulating 
slights as a ship accumulates bar- 
nacles, Consequently she is never 
happy nor are her husband and 
children, who live in suppressed 
fear of offending her. In this cli- 
mate charged with fear and resent- 
ment the children become highly 
sensitive and censorious. They de- 
velop a sense of inferiority that 
they cannot master and they are 
handicapped by it throughout life. 


Second, is the home presided over 
by a woman who is an extreme in- 
dividualist, one who does what the 
spirit of the moment moves her to do, 
regardless of husband and child. Time 
simply doesn’t exist as far as this 
family is concerned. ‘There is no reg- 
ular schedule for getting up, going to 
bed, eating meals, for studying or rec- 
reation. There is no fireside com- 
panionship, no meal table talk, no 
common bond between them of inter- 
est, work, play or social life. Each 
member of the family following the 
example of the mother, has his or her 
separate interests and pursues them 
without refernce to any other. A 
wild excitment pervades the house- 
hold from morning till night. There 
is no spirit of co-operation because 
there is no co-ordinating hand of au- 
thority. The children grow up unre- 
strained, undisciplined, without reg- 
ular habits and, when they go out 
into the world, they are unable to 
adjust themselves to any set scheme 
of living. They have no conception 
of group of family spirit, they cannot 
pull in harness. They are misfits in 
any well organized society. 


Third, is the home presided over. 
by a woman who has little or no 
maternal instinct. She brings her 
children into the world and turns 
them over to servants. Her husband 
and outside interests occupy her 
time and attention andthe chil- 
dren are excluded from her life. 
They come to feel that they have 
no place with the grown people. 
They are not given the opportunity 
to express their personalities. They 
are shut out of participation in 
family affairs. If there happens 
to be only one child in such a home 
her fate is little short of tragic but 
if there are several children they 
fall back on each other for com- 
panionship, set up their own little 
family, life without the co-operation 
of seitate, The result of this iso- 
lation is that t go out into life, 
inhibited, lock tightly within 
themselves and only an unusual 
set of circumstances tan let them 
out of their prisons. ~ 


Fourth, is the home presided over 
by the woman who is bitterly disap- 
pointed in her marriage. She permits 
herself to sink into a slough of de- 
spair from which she cannot or will 
not rise to make a happy home life 
for her children. Wit ate in her 
heart toward her husband she nags 
him continually, and, worse, selfish- 
ly she seeks to arouse the children’s 
resentment against him for what she 
considers mistreatment of her. In the 
midst of this sort of strife it is im- 
possible for them to get any !ofty con- 
ception to love, marriage or human, 
siatiaiediiing Constant collision with 
hate and discord embitters their 
and sours their dispositions.

Mr. Archie Hunter, a Georgia Tech boy, has just returned | 
from Russia, where for two years he was an engineer in the | 
tractor plant at Kharkov in the Ukraine. 

Mr. Hunter thinks the Russian people are swell people, 
which is an opinion expressed by all who have met them. He 
thinks they are doing good work. Their tractors run, their air- 
planes fly and their automobiles go. They never produced 
those things before. 

But the Russians have been so busy they have not 
had much time to give to sport. They are just now 
beginning. There is enthusiasm in Russia for competi- 
tive sport. The soccer games are attracting thousands. 
Other sports are beginning to attract attention. 

This is quite a relief. For a time the Russians were con- 
sidéring a workers’ Olympic contest. This was to rival the 
Olympic games which the capitalistic nations were holding 
every fou It is probably a very fine thing that Russia | 
has given7up the idea. It might have spread. 

The idea was to have a workers’ Olympic. Instead 
of the running high jump, there would have been a 
contest between the shoe makers to see who could 
make the best time on a shoe, starting with a shoestring, 
so to speak. 

And instead of the 100-yard dash, there would be a con- 
test between the boys from the stove works to see who could 
assemble a stove in the fastest time.
